Will the Common Market Break Up? 


When President de Gaulle threatened 


several weeks ago to take France out of 
the European Economic Community if 
there wasn't agreement cm a common 
agricultural policy by the end of this 
year, the general supposition was that it 
was a political threat. But last week the 
French cabinet endorsed De Gaulle's posi- 
tion. Minister of Aaricalture Pisani was 
ordered back to Brussels wjth "very firm 
instructions" to insist the deadline be met. 


The asricultural argument is mainly 


between Frar.ce and Germany. And the 
German cabinet didn't help the situation 
by issuing a defiant statement setting up 
cew conditions for an agreement with 
France. 


And now the odds have changed in the 


betting over whether the Common Market 
will break up. The percentage is still in 
favor of unity winning out. but not by 
much of a margin. 


When the Treaty of Rome was signed in 


1957. it envisaged a common agricultural 
policy for the six member nations, to be 
achieved in stages Eventually there would 
fce free trade in farm products. But the 
EEC has been stuck ever since over im- 
plementing the first stage, which would set 
one internal price for grains such as 
wheat. 


The problem is that the French price 


of wheat is the lowest in the group. Ger- 
man farmers are by far the least efficient 
and the German price for wheat has been

The new French ultimatum may be the 


straw that will break EEC's back.

What's Happening in Viet Nam? 


Ever since the overthrow of President 


ZCgo Dinh Diem and his family in Viet 
Nam. there has been a strange lack of 
news from that nation. Has the press corps 
gone home? Is the war won? 


The few reports that do seem to come 


out indicate that the war indeed is more 
serious than ever and the South Vietna- 
mese are being hard pressed in the Mekong 
Delta region, which is south of Saigon. 
Citizens continue to pour gasoline over 
themselves and light matches although it 
is a little difficult to tell now against what 
they are protesting. And the United States 
has begun gradually to withdraw some of 
the more than 6.000 soldiers in Viet Nam. 


Last fall, our military leaders insisted 


that the war was being won and there- 
fore our guerrilla fighters would be able 
to go home soon. But there are indications 
that we are getting out for exactly the op- 
p^site reason—a belief that the war is 
stalemated at best and doomed to be lost 
at the worst. 


There are other indications of this point 


of view. The offer of the "neutralist"' 
pnnce of Cambodia for a pact with South 
Viet Nam to make both areas neutral 
countries has had some backing editorial- 
ly. V\"e are told that Ho Chin Minn, the 
Red leader in North Viet Nam. is really

disbursements. 


The plain fact of the matter, 


as every reasonably objective 
student of contemporary poli- 
tics knows, is that there are 
scores of men whose talents 
and experience would be rich- 
ly useful in legislative service, 
who are utterly removed from 
the candidate recruitment be- 
cause they are unwilling or 
unable to make the financial 
sacrifice. Conversely, the elim- 
ination of many of such crea- 
tive and productive citizens 
from political service tends to 
make the prevailing rate of 
pay attractive to mediocre and 
inferior men who are able to 
run 
successfully 
because of 


the lack of real competition in 
many districts. 


CHANGING SYSTEM 


Members of the present leg- 


islature have already come 
to Madison at three separate 
times thus far this year, and 
they know that they will have 
at least one more session next 
spring, and possibly more.

deliberations. The standard for
